This implied insult makeg the 
citizen an enemy of the Pall Mall Gazette for 
life, and he generally unburdens himself by 
writipg a Jongand indignant letter to the 
Times. The correspondence columns of the 
papers have been crowded this week with 
furious letters frem decent men who have 
been stopped while walking with’ their 
daughters and accused of im: 
preper designs. The large 
number of these letters indicates that there is 
a concerted plan on the partof the police to 
irritate respectable people into making com- 
plaints against the Pall Mall Gazette. The 
police have been surprisingly active during 
the last few days, and the arresta for offenses 
sgainst chestity have been almost twice as 
numerous as during the corresponding days 
of last year.

THREE FATAL SHOTS. 


KENTUCKY REVBLS IN ANOTHER 
' BLOODY TRAGEDY, 


in 


The Town Marsha) of Stepstone Shoots an Asesfient, 
and Then Futs Bullets Into Two of the Desd 
Men's Friends-The Criminal Record 
of the County—Other Crimos. 


Lovisvittr, July 19.—Meagre particulars of 
e triple tragedy that oceurred at Stepston,Ky., 
yesterday, are just received here. 
The tragedy grew out of the revival of an old 
grudge between the town marshal, Perry Oak- 
ley, and John Smith, Very few words were 
exchanged before Oakley fired on Smith. Be- 
fore Smith could return the fire he was 
shot dead. Nute Osborn, a 
friend of Bmith’e, came up to take part, firing 
at Oakley, when he wes himselfshot in the 
breast. He died in a half hour. Henry 
Smith, a brother of John, was next shot twice 
in the head, and in breast, and died last 
night. The fight occurred in H.C. Hooker & 
Co.’s store, and it does net appear at all elear 
who fired the fatal shots, which Were all from 
pistols. John Smith’s body was left 
in the store, but the wounded 
men were removed to the house of 
R. McGuire, where they both died. Later, as 
McGuire was going between his house and the 
store with a loaded shotgun in his hand, he 
was fired on by Oakley without effect. Me- 
Guire returned the fire with one barrel 
ot his gun, the shot taking 
efleet in Oakley’s right eye, neck 
and body. Oakley was also shot by unknown 
parties. Iie was removed to the residence of 
Major Cassidy, where he lies in a critical 
condition. Ail was quiet ata late’ hour last 
night. An inquest wes to be held today. 
More trouble is expected, as both sides are all 
well represented, and the feeling toward each 
other is very bitter. 


THE MOB WANTS HIM, 


Ard if They Uet Him Life Wiij Ibe Very 
Short, 

BinuineuaM, Iowa, July 19.—Miss Minnie 
Rodabaugb, aged twenty, the daughter of the 
richest farmer in the county, died day betore 
yesterday, and itis alleged that her death is 
the result of a criminal operation performed 
at the instance of Mr. Baldwin, a prominent 
stockman, aged forty. An armed mob went 
to Fairfield with the intention of taking 
Baldwin from jail and hanging him, but on 
their arrival there it was found that the news 
of his arrest was unfounded and he is still at 
large, The vigilantes still remain organized, 
ready to act the moment Baldwin is caught. 
This evening word was sent to the authorities 
at Van Buren that Baldwin would be found if 
he could be kept safe from the mob. Baldwin, 
through an attorney, filed a mortgage of ¢20,- 
000 on his property in favor of his father. 

Just before her déath Miss Rodabaugh made 
a confession, in which she said that when six- 
teen years of age Baldwin betrayed her under 
promsie ot marriage, and compelled her to 
submit to an operation, which was repeated 
twice afterward, the third resulting in her 
death. She accused Dr. Whitney’of Fairfield 
end Mr, and Mrs. Culbertson of being acces- 
sory tothecrime. It was at the latter’s house 
that she was found by her parents, from 
whom sbe had fled in shame. The parties 
claim that the girl committed the crime her- 
selt, and that they only took care of her. 

It is understood that Baldwin is secreted 
somere near the county line. Armed men are 
searching for him, and in the present heated 
state of the public mind no jail would hold 
him sefe from the mob, It is rumored this 
evening that he was caught and hanged near 
Chage’s barn in Jefferson county today, but 
the report is not credited.

THE FIFTY YEARS OF A WOMAN'S 
RBIGN,

A Review of 6 Half Century of Rule, Which Has 
Brought Great Ohanges to the World—The 
Proposed Uelebration of the Bvéent—A 
Melanchely Seasen fora Jubiice.

The queen having on Saturday last enter- 
ed upon the forty-ninth year of ‘her reign, the’ 
thoughts of many of her subjects will turn to’ 
the next 20th of June, when her Majesty, will’ 
commence her ‘year of jubilee.””’ To some it 
will seem surprising that the auspicious date:

century of reign will have been completed. 
But the precedents are clearly in favor of be- 
ing held at the beginning and not the end of 
the fiftieth year. The most direct is’ thatof 
1809, upon the 25th of October, whem rejoicings| 
were héld throughout the empire because of 
the entrance of George LI]. Supon the jubilee’ 
year; and this, the original institution of the’ 
jubilee itself wes obviously followed. ‘‘Thou 
shalt number,” says the Mosaic law, “seven: 
Sabbaths ofyeers unto thee, seven times sev-. 
en years; and the space of the seven Sabbaths 
of years shall be untothee forty and nine 
years, Then shalt thou cause the trumpet of 
the jubilee to sound . ... throughout all 
your land. And yeshall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty throughout al? the’ 


land unto all the inhabitants thereof; it shall 
be a jubilee unto you.” Only three soveréigns 
in the whole tale of our history have been saf-' 
fered to see the opening of such a year. 
Henry ILJ., Edward1ll., and George Ill. All 
Englishmen will sincerely trust that before 
another twelvemonth has quite run its course, 
a icu.th will have been added-to the list. 

The occurrence, therefore, is so unusual 
that it will be of interest to compare, in how- 
ever brief a way, the circumstances uader 
which the three sovereigns named entéred 
their jubilee year, and those under whith it is 
likely to be the lot of our present monarch to 
join their company in this particular. The 
com parison, if 1 does nothing more, will serve 
to show that the queen, despite the many sor- 
rows which haveatilicted her middle life, will 
see the sun shine upon the fiftieth year of her 
reign in for more brightness than did either of 
the three to be considered. Henry III. had as- 
cended the throne in October, 1216, at the age 
of 9, upon the death of his father, John, a 
little more than a year after the great charter 
hhd been forced from his reluctant hands. 
The reign wes as troubled as it was long; the 
barons hed tasted of powé1, and were not in- 
clined to forego it; acd, in the midst of in- 
terneeine struggles, Englend’s first regular 
parliament sprung into being. Asthe king 
was nearing the 50th year, the strife became 
more acute; Simon de Montfert was in the 
thick of the fight, and the national deadlock 
came to such a pass that the dispute between 
kings and barons was referred to the French 
monarch for arbitration. 

At the beginning of 1265 (at the end of 
which Henry’s jubilee began) Simon de 
Montfort, onee more in the asce sum- 
moned the first real pariiament, ' in the 
early autumn his wn was broken, he him- 
self wes slain, and the baronege was again 
placed under royal subjection. And Henry, 
who hadonly a few months before been a 
prisoner in the hands of his nobles, com- 
mepneed his year of jubilec, with the embers 
of eivil war still warm eround him, and with 
e speedy revival of them into a flame,a pos- 
eilility steadily staring him in the face. 

An almost equal !gleoom attended the en- 
trenee of Edward IlLupon the fiftieth year. 
The greatness of the king who had won Cressy 
and Potiers, and who had called Calais tothe 
English dominions, had become sadly dimmed 
by the weakness of his later life. Much of the 
pepular hatred which had been the portion 
ot the elder and younger Despenser, hanged 
by tbe barons at the beginning ofthe reign, 


and the earlier victeries in France by whieh 
gereral enthusiasm had been fired, 
bad been almost forgotten in the national 
shame which followed upon the later humilia- 
tions in Spain. The teachings of Wiclif, di- 
rected though they were tos reform in religion, 
deepened the discontent; and when the “seven 
Sabbaths of years” of Edward’s reign had 
passed, the opening of the jubilee found a 
iser@ble king and # mutinous people. Be- 
fore the year was outthe Black Prince, once 
the nation’s and his father’s pride, passed to 
bis rest, and Edward himeelf the next year 
went elmost unwept to his grave. 

Not far from four centuries and a helf 
relled away belore another king’s jubilee 
could be celebrated in England, and then for 
the third time the circumstances could not be 
considered other than sad. ‘It was a mélan- 
choly season for a jubilee, this close of the 
year, 1809,” seys a historian of the period, 
‘yet a jubileethere was, The old mian him- 
self was nearly blind, and his wife were wav- 
ering; he was atvariance with his heir; his 
faverite son was just diegraced, and he was in 
displeasure with others of them. * * 

In the midet of the depres- 
sion abroad and the quarrels at 
home, in defiance of the gloom which was 
setting down upen the world, the jubilee was 
to be held, and men were to be joyful and loy- 
slen the 25th of October at leith, whatever 
hed gene befvre or shoutd come after,” Bat 
despite the surrounding gloom, the oceasion 
wes celebrated with much enthusiasm and 
fervent loyalty. Through the livelong day 
services were held, cannon reared, poor and 
rich were feasted, and all deserters from the 
army and navy received a pardon, There 
were grand doings in the far corners of 
the earth, by appointment, in sympathy 
with home; meetings in Canada, balls at Bom- 
bay end Calcutta, and some remission of toil, 
some faint revival of the sensation of citizen- 
ebip emong the convicts at Botany Bay. {Balls 
and banquets, fireworks and teasts were soon 
forgotten, but mementoes of the occasion lin- 
gered for long. In some remote towns are yet 
1o be seen a “Jubilee lan;” and at the South 
Kensipgton museum, not many years ago, 
could be inspected, carefully covered by a 
giess ebade, a crumbling biscuit, the impres- 
sion upon which showed that it was baked in 
celebration of the jubilee of George III.

No more names can be writte: in the book 
with her’s, but the name of the humblest 
may be written in the Lamb’s book of life— 
in the blessed record which the Lord Jesus 
Christ keeps.

Mr. Chaney preached on Sanctification or 
Christian Purity from 1 Thessalonians v., 
23: “And the ae God of peace sanctify 
you wholly. And I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved blame- 
lees unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

The Buddhist idea of sanctification was de- 
liverance frem desires. The ascetic concep- 
tion of religion reached its utmost limit there. 
Christian esceticism stopped short of this 
end, but it has gone far on the same road. 
It did not have, like Buddhism, the teaching 
and example of its master to sustain it. The 
eon of man come eating and drinking and his 
general walk among men is a constant rebuke 
to every morbid and evasive type of piety. 
‘‘Renounce the world and its crowding ambi- 
tions, the beart and its insatiable desires!” 
seid the tender Puriten of the far east. ‘1 
pray not that thou shouldst take them eut of 
the world, but that thou shouldst keep 
them from the evil.’’ Was the petition of 
Jesus for his disciples? Inthe light of this 
contrast the preacher sought to show what 
the true Christian idea of sanctification was. 
Admitting the austere element in Jesus’ teach- 
ing, he yet maintained that that was not its 
characteristic or predominant quality. He 
showed how fundamental this question was in 
Christian ethics and religieus nature. If we 
decide that sanctification means the sacrifice 
of all other aims and desires to those of the 
soul, that only putting down the bedy with 
its impertinent demands, the mind with ite 
insolent Equestionings, the Fimagination with 
its sportive suggestions, the heart with its 
natural affections, the taste with the love of 
the beautiful, only by turning everything and 
everybody out of doors, excepting that prin- 
ciple in us which seeks the good ;then the way 
of the ascetic is the right way, and sanctifica- 
tion must be sought by legal process of eject- 
ment, as it were, issued and executed by the 
will at the command of the soul. 

But this was not the preacher’s conception of 
sanctification. His view chimed rather with 
that indicated by Paul in his letter to the 
Thessalonians, when he prayed that their 
whole‘‘spirit, soul and body might be a 
blameless.”? Christian sanctification as taught 
by the words and example of Jesus was not 
the snnibilation of natural desires but their 
purification and healthful satisfaction. Christ 
did not come to cripple humanity but to per- 
tect it. Thusall the instincts and desires 
which spring not from adisordered but from 
our norma)j constitution and nature, have a 
rightful claim upon our respect and moder- 
ate indulgesce. This was shown to apply to 
bodily exercise and development. Anda de- 
fenee of temporal asthetic games was made. 
If it is generally understood that the repre. 
sentatives of religion have no use for 
manly and innocent sports, if Christan breth- 
ren in solemn council are to issue their 
bill sgainst baseball, as if, because 
they are virtuous, there must be be no more 
bats and games, then men will seek some 
higher authority than theirs, even His who 
said that he prayed God that the disciples 
bodies as well as their souls and spirits be 
kept blameless. In the same way sanctifica- 
tion was shown to include the reason, imagina~ 
tion and taste, and all these were quickened 
and dignified—not killed out by a real atiain- 
ment of Christian purity. Not the pale recluse 
sapping the forces of his manhood in morbid 
BE ff denial, but the rosy-tinted cheek of tem- 
perate allowance has more of virture’s color in 
it. Not beggery and rags, but manly self- 
dependence and clean clothmg; not ignorance 
or carelessness as to the doings of the day, but 
a neighborly sympatby with the times and 
their needs; not the defeat of nature, but the 
happy and harmonious cultivation of the 
whole‘man; not mournful celibacy, but 
cheerful matrimony; not the degradation of 
the constitutional passions and appetites, but 
an uplifting of the lower age by participa- 
tion with the higher. The discourse closed 
with further illustration and enforcement of 
the leading thought of sanctification as the 
sanctioning and keeping of the entire man— 
not salvation by surgery or purification by 
guilotine.

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REUNION. OF VETERANS. 


THER FORTY-SECOND GEORGIA AT 
DECATUR NBXT WEDNESDAY. 


A Regiment That Saw Ite Full Share of Hard Fight- 
ing—Some of the Incidents of Its Service— 
The Battie of the 224 of July, 1864—A 
Pleasant. Reunion Expected, 


Next Wednesday the survivors of the ta- 
mous Forty-second Georgia regiment will 
have a reunionat Decatur. A special train 
will carry parties from the city, at nine 
o’clock, and will bring them back late in the 
afternoon. A large attendance of the veterans 
of the regiment, of their families and friends 
is expected. 

Speeches will be made by Colonel W. H. 
Hulsey, Mayor Hillyer and others, and there 
will be a general interchange ‘of social cour- 


tesies. Baskets will be carried, and a big pic- 
nie dinner will be enjoyed in the grove where 
the reunion is to be held. 

Few regments saw harder service or de- 

rted themselves with more gallantry dur- 
ing the war than did the Forty-second Geor- 
gia. It was organized early in the struggle 
with Colonel R. J. Henderson, ef Covington, 
in command, who was promoted tothe com- 
mand of a brigade for gallantry on the field. 
Colonel R. F. Maddox, the first lieutenant- 
colonel of the regiment, was soon promoted to 
the colonelcy of another regiment, and Major 
W. H. Hulsey was also promoted. 

Colonel L. P. Thomas, the present sheriff of 
Fulton county, by promotion became lieuten- 
ant-colonel of this regiment. These are only 
a few of its officers who were distinguished for 
their skilland courage. The regiment was 
full of just such material. 

The reunion 1s to be had on the most ap- 
py day that could have been chosen. 

t will be the twenty-first anniversary of the 
battle of the 22d of July, 1864, in which the 
Forty-second Georgia 

BORE A NOBLE PART. 

That was the hardest of the several bloody 
fights about Atlanta, and perhaps the severe- 
est engagement in the campaign between, 
Dalton and Atlanta. Fierce encounters were 
hed on the 20th and on the 
28th of July, but neither was s0 
bloody as the battle of the 22d, which was 
meg just beyond Oakland cemetery. Gen- 
eral Shermen, in his memoirs, gives @ tull and 
om ge description of this battle and pays a 
bigh tribute to the bravery of the confederate 
troops. Hedescribesat length the fierce as- 
sault made upon De Gress’s battery which 
resulted in its capture by the confederates. 

Perhaps the moat conspicuous confederate 
officer in the action described by General 
Sherman, was our esteemed fellow townsman, 
Colonel Lovick P. Thomas, who commanded 
the Forty-second Georgia regiment. Stovall’s 
brigade, commanded by Colonel Abda John- 
sou, about two thousand strong, attacked the 
federal works on the Georgia railroad, on the 
aiternoon ef the twenty second of July; 1864. 
Thomas’ regiment was the first to carry the 
enemies works, fighting hand to hand against 
fearful odds; one man killing a federal with a ‘ 
shovel. DeGress’ battery, besides many pris- 
opers and accoutrements, were captured by 
them andthe works held for nearly two hours, 
and until they werel eft almost alone, when 
a retreat was ordered. 

Colonel Thomas still retains in his posses- 
sion a sword surrendered to him on that 
memorable occasion by a federal officer. 

Lieutenant Colonel John Brown, brother of 
Senator Joseph E. Brown, commanded a regi- 
ment of atate troops which succeeded in car- 
ryipg the enemies’ works on the rignt of the 
Forty-second Georgia. He fell wounded 
within two hundred yards of DeGress’ battery. 
Captain Albert Howell, after Colonel Brown 
fell, took command of the regiment and con- 
tinued the charge with such conspicuous 
gallantry as to win the commission of lieuten- 
ant colonel. 

Many instances of the 

HEROISM OF PRIVATE SOLDIERS 
during this engagement could be given. 
There was a desperate hand to hand fight as 
the boys went over the federal entrenchments 
in their resistless charge. Some remarkable 
instances of desperate valor are related by 
Mr. H. Y. Snow and Mr. W. M. Darham, of 
this city, who saw the thickest of the fight 
Some of the soldiers used their bayonets on 
the enemy. Others clubbed their guos and 
mowed down everything in their way. One 
sergeant broke his gun when he was right on 
breast work. He dropped it, and seizing 
a spade, he killed or disabled several of the 
the enemy. Nearly every man lost by 
the Fortye scond Georgia on _—ictthat 
fata] day _ fell on top of the 
enemies’ entrenchments or directly in tront of 
them. Colonel Thomas attributes the success 
of this brilliant charge to the discipline of the 
troops under General Henderson. He says he 
hardly knew that he had captured the works. 
When his regiment first dashed over the fed- 
eral lines the enemy was 80 thick all around 
that many of the confederates supposed they 
bad been captured. They were greatly 
relieved when they saw the federals turn and 


ly. 

"When General Sherman was in Atlanta a 
few years ago he visited and clesely inspected 
the scenes of the fights around the city. In 
ridmg aleng the road to Decatur 
with a entleman who had 
leenffa confederate artillery officer, 
the conversotion naturally turned to the bat- 
tle efthe 22ndof July. General Sherman 
spoke at length ofthe capture of a portion of 
his works by the Forty-second Georgia. He 
ssid he stood on an elevation near the Howard 
house and saw the whole engagement very 
clearly, and, he remarked: That was 

THE GRANDEST CHARGE 
made during the war.” 

I]t was not strange that these men fought so 
hard. General Hood had just taken com- 
mand, and they knew,he wanted “fight.” A 
higher inspiration came in the fact that these 
men were literally fighting for their homes 
and firesides. Many of them lived in the city 
which they were defending ageinst fearful 
odds. All of the Forty-second Georgia were frou 
the vicinity of Atlanta. Colonel W. H. Hul- 
sey lives now on part of the ground that his 
regiment — over in that glorious charge and 
his house is about the very peint where Colonel 
Thomas with the Forty.second and Colonel 
Albert Howell with his command on his right 
swept over the federal works like a whirl- 
wind. 

The survivors of this gallant regiment will 
have a good time together next Wednesday. 
They will “fight their battles over,” under 
the peaceful shades almost in sight of the 
ground which still bears the marks of that 
awful day in 1864, and will refresh man 
memories ef those trials which, though hara, 
brought men very near to each other and dis- 
played the qualities which make them most 
worthy of mutual respect and esteem.

Then comes a room fur- 
nished and set apart especially as a “rest 
room,” tor the benefit of ladies who are shop- 
ping or visiting and desire to refresh them- 
selves. Nextisthe lunch room and adjoin. 
ing it the kitchen. The exchange will be 
open every day from 9 to 5o’clock. Lunch 
will be served from 11 to5dail y. In,the 
lunch room can be obtained ice cream, ices, 
sandwiches, coffee, tea, cocoa and milk. In 
the fall oysters will be served. Prices will be 
reasonable, anda nicer place to lunch cannot 
be found in the city. 

The only sources of revenus to the 
exchange are its lunch room and 
the tees charged for the sale 
of articles, Aticket which is sold for fifty 
cents entitles the purchaser to send any artlcle 
she may make to be sold at the exchange. A 
proper price is fixed upon 1t and acommission 
of ten per cent is charged for the sale. There 
is already on hand a good variety of articles 
made by ladies in and near 
Atlanta. Tickets may be ur- 
chased by ladies in any part of the state. 
The exchange will soon become an excellent 
place for the disposal of the products of wo- 
man’s industry. It is well supported by the 
sympathy and the active efforts of the women 
of Atlanta, and it will doubtless receive en- 
couragement from the general public.
